In our opinion it is a very unwise 


proposition to view the

sult of 1928. 
The situation is m aterially different 
from what it was at that time; 
the 
lines are going to be more 
strictly 
drawn on the 
prohibition 
question, 
and new issues will enter 
into 
the 
cam paign of next year; and it is to 
show what w ill be necessary on 
the 
part of the dry forces of the country 
to win in the approaching campaign, 
that this article is written. The only 
purpose we have in view is to aid in 
bringing about a real show down on 
the prohibition question in 1932; and 
as we see it, a failure of the 
dry 
element of the nation to force such 
a 
show down at th a t time, means defeat 
and the delay of real prohibition 
in­ 
definitely; for, as we shall try to show 
fu rth e r m , with the incoming of the 
new congressional apportionm ent, the 
wets are going to largely 
dominate 
the cities of the States in which they 
are located, and with few exceptions, 
m eans the rule of the anti-prohibition 
element in those States. 
No man can 
be nominated next year as the presi­ 
dential candidate of either the Demo­ 
cratic or Republican 
party, without 
the support of the wet element of the 
controlling States of the nation; and 
no m an can be elected without 
the 
support of th a t element, except as will 
appear later in this article. 


The electoral vote, as has 
always 
been the case, is 
based 
upon 
the 
num ber of representatives and sena­ 
tors co n stitu tin g ’ the two houses 
of 
congress, which is 531. 
i he success­ 
ful candidate must receive not 
less 
than 266 votes. 
The delegations 
to 
the national conventions from the dif­ 
ferent States, arc on a basis of two 
for each electoral vote to which they 
are entitled, with a few additional del­ 
egates from outlying districts which 
which have no electoral vote, and are 
not of sufficient number to cut a m a­ 
terial figure in the result of the bal­ 
lot nom inating the candidate chosen.

ent. 
W ashington was distinctly the 
man of action, the soldier, the direc­ 
tor of affairs, and without him

Revolution m ight never have moved to 
victory. 
But ju st as necessary were 
the philosophy of Jefferson in shap­ 
ing our principles of governrm nt, and 
the abilities of Adam s in waking and 
training popular opinion, a labor

Both Adams 
and Jefferson served on the committee 
to d ra ft the Declaration of Independ­ 
ence. 
Both signed the

danger of the hay over-heating in the 
gtack or mow, but hay drawn in

danger of rain or rush of work, is

If a burnt odor 
becomes noticeable, try to locate the 
fire pocket which has formed some­ 
where within the mow.

Peiping, China, July 2.—Roy Chap­ 
man Andrews has been refused per­ 
mission to continue 
his explorations 
in Eastern Mongolia for the Ameri­ 
can Museum of Natural History, it 
became known today. 
The commission for preservation of 
antiquities opposed his resuming work 
in the Gobi Desert, basing its objec­ 
tion on the grounds that the Chinese 
were contemplating an expedition in­ 
to Western Mongolia. Andrews, how­ 
ever, pointed out that the operations 
of this group would be more than 1000 
miles away from the scene of his cen­ 
tral Asiatic activities. 
The commission accused the Amer­ 
ican explorer of using discourteous 
expressions towrard Chinese scientists 
and of giving no credit to his Chinese

1930 expedition, which Andrews pub­ 
lished. 
Andrews said he returned to Peip-

THREE UNITED 
STATES PRESIDENTS 
DIED ON JULY 4 


One historic fact relating to July 4 
is seldom remembered in our 
usual 
observance of Independence Day, we 
are informed by the Division of Infor­ 
mation and Publication of the United 
State George Washington Bicenten­ 
nial Commission. This is 
especially 
strange because this historic fact has 
touching and dramatic meaning. July 
4 is the day on which three Presidents 
of the United States died. 
Each 
of 
these three early Presidents played a 
prominent part in the very formation 
of our government, and each receiv­ 
ed, as a reward from the people, eleva­ 
tion to their highest office. 
Having 
performed great labors in 
planning 
the theory of our government, it fell 
to their lot to set noble examples in 
putting the theory into practical ef­ 
fect. 
These three Presidents were John 
Adams, Thomas Jefferson and James 
Monroe. 
Indeed John 
Adams 
and 
Thomas Jefferson died almost at the 
same hour on July fourth, 1826. Af­ 
ter many sharp differences of opinion, 
which had divided 
them 
during 
a 
part of their lives, Adams and Jeff­ 
erson became not only reconciled but 
closely attached friends. 
The corre- 
scpondence of their final years is one 
of the glories 
of American 
letters. 
Adams lived to be ninety, 
Jefferson 
eighty-three. Neither knew how close 
to death was the other, and Adams’ 
la^t words, when conscious that death 
wa- 
near, 
are 
said to have been, 
“Thomas Jefferson still lives’*. 
But 
Thoma Jefferson was already dead. 
Before their Presidency, both these 
m eat men served as Vice President, 
and one of them as Vice 
President 
while the other 
as 
was President. 
The 


older man, John Adams, 
was 
Vice 
President under George Washington 
himself. All three were closely asso­ 
ciated with Washington during 
our 
formative days, and to one of them, 
John Adams, goes the credit for play­ 
ing a major part in throwing George 
Washington into the arms of destiny. 
It was lragely the action of John 
Adams that led the Continental Con­ 
gress to appoint George Washington 
as commander-in-chief of the Revolu­ 
tionary forces. 
Before 
that 
time 
Washington had been an outstanding 
sectional figure, a man of the South. 
In command of the Continental forc­ 
es, he became a man of the country, 
and history knows full well how 
he 
played the part. 
James Monroe, a younger man, ap­ 
peared on the scene of action 
after 
the great 
political 
groundwork 
of 
founding the nation had been accomp­ 
lished. But as a young man he play­ 
ed a gallant part on the field of bat­ 
tle, as a follower of Washington. 
Strange to say, he at first opposed 
the Constitution of the United States, 
and, as a member of the Virginia Con­ 
vention, elected to act on adoption of 
the Constitution, he voted against it. 
Yet he lived to become the President 
who enunciated a Doctrine that states- 
me regard as no less a settled rule of 
American policy than the Constitu­ 
tion itself. 
James Monroe died 
on 
July 4, 1831; but the “Monroe Doc­ 
trine” is immortal. 
The older men, Adams and Jeffer­ 
son, are forever linked with 
George 
Washington as leaders in the 
move­ 
ment that made America 
independ- \ 
ent. 
Washington was distinctly the 
man of action, the soldier, the direc-1 
tor of affairs, and without him 
the j 
Revolution might never have moved to 
victory. 
But just as necessary were 
the philosophy of Jefferson in shap­ 
ing our principles of government, and 
the abilities of Adams in waking and 
training popular opinion, a labor 
in 


which he had few peers. Both Adams 
and Jefferson served on the committee 
to draft the Declaration of Independ­ 
ence. 
Both signed the 
Declaration, 
and to one of them, Thomas Jefferson, 
belongs the immortal honor of having 
written that timeless instrument. 
In spite of their passing differences, 
these two giants of intellect and man­ 
hood, were partners throughout their 
lives in one of the greatest achieve­ 
ments for the progress of humanity. 
On the very birthday of the r.ew char­ 
ter they had brought 
to mankind, 
when the entire nation was celebrat- 


within a few hours of each other. Had 
they been allowed to select the day of 
their passing, neither could nave pick­ 
ed one more to his liking, or more fit­ 
ting to the record they have left on 
American history. 
As Independence Day is celebrated 
this year, the American people should 
spare a thought or two to this strik­ 
ing historic fact.

ties and privileges, they should

honor the memories of these

men who died, full of years and full

The Jones method of budding plants

The bud 
is cut as for the ordinary shield bud— 
that 0, pared from the twig in 
the 
form of a shield to include some of 
the bark above and below it and 
a 
thin shaving of wood underneath it— 
or perhaps a trifle thicker, and placed 
against the cut surface of the stock, 
the flap of the bark on the stock serv­ 
ing to hold the bud until it is tied. 
Muslin dipped into melted 
beeswsx 
and then torn 
into

strips 
about 8 inches long is preferable for
